ELECTRIC RAILWAYS 
MUST RAISE RATES 
ORGOJOJUNKPIU 

Banlly a Slnirlo Itoiid In tli<> rountr) 
How VKklnv Operating Exiienacit. 

The whole itruoture of the fran- 
ohlie ralatlonehtp between electric 
rallwaya and the varioui ooromunlttee 
has broken down under the strain of 
the war. The rapid Increase In the 
cost of all material, the extraordinary 
dfimniiilH of labor ninde neceBsary by 
the ilHP In till' foBt of lIvlnR,' the 
aliiriiiinK di'i-i case in llio inirctiaslng 
I>o\vor of Uic nickel, have brovight the 
c'liTlrii- rallwiivs of this country face 
to face Willi bankrviptcy. 

Practically every otlici- iiuliiKlry ex- 
cept public ntllltlps. wluisc rales are 
regulated by law. has been able read- 
ily to adjust Its methods of doing 
business to meet the war demands, 
and the radical Increases In the cost 
ot operations and manufacture have 
been promptly Vefleoted In the selling 
price, and so passed on to the consum- 
er. In all other departments of our 
commercial and Industrial life where 
tbe economic laws of supply and de- 
mand liave been unbampered and al- 
lowed free play, tlie inevitable in- 
crease in till' cost of production bas 
been taken care of in tbe perfectly 
normal way of increased cost to tbe 
consumer. 

It Is only in tbose iiuluslries wbere 
the public bas attempted to lixe a just 
and fair price for service rendered 
and where the artificial standard bas 
been substituted for the natural one, 
that we And this complete breakdown 
under war conditions. 

Industry generally was never so 
prosperous, notwithstanding the in- 
crease In the cost of labor and ma- 
terial The public utilities, and es- 
pecially the electric railways, present 
practically the only exception to this 
rule of prosperity. They, on tne con- 
trary, are steadily being destroyed by 
the war. 

A tabulalion of :'.SR electric rnll- 
ways, renresentiiiL; over fiS per cent, 
of the electric niileat;e of tlie I'liiled 
States, shows a fallini; off in income 
of 82 per cent, for tlie lirst six months 
of 1918 as compared with the cor- 
responding period of last year. Many 
of the companies arc faeinn an ac- 
tual operating deficit In spite of the 
increase In gross receipts. The scale 
ot wages established by the National 
War Labor Board in cases already de- 
cided, when applied to the Industry 
generally, will add over $100,000,000 
to its already greatly increased op- 
ertaing expenses. 

As a consequence of the rapidly 
mountlnn costs of operation and the 
steadily declining net Income, the fi- 
nancial stamllnu of tbe electric rail- 
ways bas been seriously affected, and 
it Is no longer possible to attract new 
capital for the etticlent operation of 
the properties In the interest of the 
public. 

These facts lead inevitably to the 



conclusion tbai (In' present relation- 
ship between the companies and the 
public, as evidenced by existing fran- 
chises with fixed rales of fare. Is eco- 
nomically unsound; that the present 
tystam of regulating fares by fran- 
chises or eommtsaions Is adtalttedly 
not suflloiently responsive to violent 
and radical charges In operating con- 
ditions. Under the present system, 
before the company ^n justify an In- 
crease of Its fare It must first show

Tbe electric railway must stanKer 
along under Ibe .') cent faro for 
months until its credit Is destroyed, 
its service Impaired, Us equipment 
deteriorated, and It has become ob- 
vious to the community that it is on 
the brink of destruction before Its 
case has been suffldently made out to 
justify an increase in its rate. 

The declaration of war found the 
electric railways thoroughly unpre- 
pared for the problems thrust upon 
them. Without in any way lessening 
our efforts to win the war by supply- 
inj; Ibis essential service to tbe pub- 
lic, il w<nild seem to be the part of 
wisdom for ns to take up for serious 
consideration Ibe problems of peace 
Of all the problems of re-adjust- 
ment which this .Nation will liave lo 
meet and solves after the war. none 
will be more serious or more dilbculi 
than that of the electric railway in- 
dustry.

The plant has certain natural 
weaknesses, such as its inability to 
withstanding shade and susceptibility 
of the rootstooks to winterkilling, 
which can easily be made use ot In 
its eradication, according to the bul- 
letin. 

The most widely practicel and suc- 
cessful control measures, especially 
In the Southwestern States. Is n com- 
bined attack noon these two weak 
points by allernating summer shade 
crops, such as velvet beaiis and cow- 
peas, with intertilled croni. sni'b as 
corn and cotton. keeMiii,u the soil oe- 
cupied with Krow inn oats or rye. with 
or without veleb. linriug the winter. 

Hogs are also useful In eradicating 
this grass. They are fonu o^ the root- 
stocks, and they will be aided greatly 
in the good work if the land is first 
plowed. A good aystem Is to grate 
the land an entire season, continue the 
grasing the following season until 
midsummer, then ploy shallow to ex- 
pose the rootstocks to the drying ac- 
tion of the sun and persistent root- 
ing of the hogs. 

nerinuda grass may be winterkilled 
by exi)08lnK the rootstock system to 
freezing, but Ibis method of effective 
only in Ibe niirliiern iiail of Ibe Mer- 
muda t.'r:iss area, as killing frosts do 
not ordinarily iiecur in tbe central 
ind sonlbern parts. In sn:»ll are:is, 
Micli as gardens, Ibe root slocks may 
be nalbered. after tbe land has been 
plowed, with a rake or fork and burn- 
ed. Where only small patches are in- 
fested they may be covered with 
heavy paper, preferably roofing paper, 
which should be weighted down. This 
so completely shades the plants that 
In about two months they will be 
killed. 

Bermuda grass was at one time 
looked upon solely as a pest, but in 
view of the fact that It Is excecdinRly 
valuable for pasture, hay, and lawn 
purposes, the plant has been widely 
utilized throimhout the cotton bell 
and Its value is far in excess of the 
damage which it causes.
